that the Erdman act, prohibiting rail- 


roads engaged in interstate commerce 
from discriminating against ef ployes 
because of me mbership in labor organ- 
izations is unconstitutional. 

The court held that Mr. Adair, as mas- 
ter mechanic of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad Co., had a right to dis- 
charge an employe because he was a 
member of a labor organization, just as 
it was the employe’s right to quit such 
employment because of his membership 
in such organization. Such a course, the 
decision added, might be unwise, but, 
regarded a8 a mere matter of right, 
there could be ne doubt. Congress could 
not, under the Constitution, authorize 
a violation of contracts under the guise 
of protecting interstate commerce. 

Justice McKenna delivered a‘ dissent- 
ing opinion favorable to the law, in 
which he said the court's decision pro- 
ceeds along very narrow lines. 

The case came to the Supreme Court 
n @ writ of error from the United States 
District Court for the Eastern District 
of Kentucky. Adair ts the master me- 
chanic of the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad Co., and he was proceeded 
against on the charge of threatening 
to discharge from the employ of the 
company & locomotive engineer named 
Coppage, because the latter was a mem 
ber of a labor union. 

The act of 1898, which was one of the 
results of the great Chicago strike, was 
invoked for Coppage’s protection and 
the District Court fined Adair $10. The

“The Land of Dollars’ at the Cen- 
tury last night, Ezra Kendall told his 
audience that this work of George Ade's 
made no claim to being a pretentious 
play, and that its sole object was to en- 
tertain ‘‘without the assistance of pro- 
fanity or drunkenness." 

The audience itself testified to the 
truth that this object was attained. 
it seemed to like the play very mucii 
indeed as an entertainment, and was 
not at all inclined to. cavil if it found 
a lack of strong dramatic interest in its 
fabric. The evening was one of almost 
continuous laughter or smiling, and the 
fact that the house's éhjoyment owed

000 Sage Foundation lund. 

The resolution, which scores what is 
called the “‘invasion of homes,” is as 
fellows: 

‘Therefore, be it resolved by the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Unien of Bt. 
Louis and vicinity that we consider 
such an effort to invade the privacy of 
the working people’s homes as a piece 
of sil'y impertinence and we urge upen 
all workingmen and workingwomen and 
these that have the care of homes, to 
resent this uhwarranted interference en 
the part of these se-called philanthro- 
pists by showing them the door when 
they visit their homes for this purpose.”’ 

Makes Impassioned Speech, 

Owen Miller, president of the unien 
and ef the musicians’ organization, 
intreduced the motion and delivered an 
impassioned speech which was received 
by a storm of hand-clapping and re- 
sulted in an immediate adoptien of the 
resolution as presented. 

“I went to one of the meetings and 
discovered that it was nothing more 
or less than the means of certain people 
have of prying into other people's busi- 
ness,”” Mr. Miller said, as he’ held up 
one of the account books which have 
heen distributed among householders for 
the purpose of compiling a table of ex- 
penditures. 

“I can easily see that after the in- 
vestigation is over they will hold up the 
results and tell the workingman that if 
they didn’t consume so much liquor that 
they ceuld afford to work for less wages. 
I suppose they will say of the car fare 
~account that we would be healthier if 
we spent less money for that and 
walked more. I say, show them the 
door,”’ 

W. H. McClain, who is secretary of 
the St. Louis School of Philanthropy 
and who has watched the work of those 
who are promoting the Sage Foundation 
Fund investigation as conducted by Dr. 
T. R. Riley of the Missouri! State Uni- 
versity, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday morning that no evidence of the 
hostile attitude of the people had been 
reported. Women are visiting homes 
daily for thé purpose of placing the ac- 
count books among wage earners. From 
these books the investigators hope to 
ascertain the exact situation in regard 
{9 wages and proportionate cost of liv- 
ing.

Owen Miller, president of the unien 
and ef the musicians’ organization, 
intreduced the motion and delivered an 
impassioned speech which was received 
by a storm of hand-clapping and re- 
sulted in an immediate adoption of the 
resolution as presented. 

“I went to one of the meetings and 
discovered that it was nothing more 
or less than the means of certain people 
have of prying into other people's busi- 
ness,”” Mr. Miller said, as he held up 
one of the account books which have 
been distributed among householders for 
ihe purpose of compiling a table of ex- 
penditures.

BUSTON SUBURB 
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Quits Concord Home for 
Large Fort-Like Mansion 


in Brookline. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, Jan. 27.—Attenced 
in which dignified pomp and the expres- 
sion of power so far dominated as to 
rob the occasion of spectacular effect. 
Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, the aged 
founder and eader of the Christian 
Science Church, transferred the capitol 
of the cult yesterday from Concord N. 
H., to Brookline, a suburb of Boston. 
News of the transfer will come as a 
complete surprise to the rank and file 
of Christian Scientists throughout the 
United States. In fact, the greatest 
secrecy was employed in the plans. 
Pleasant View, the Concord estate estab- 
lished by Mrs. Eddy wit! the view of 
making it her last earthly home, is de- 
serted this morning except for the pres- 
ence of a trusted lieutenant. 
The newly chosen seat for her tem- 
poral reign is in a stone mansion of 
$4 rooms, known as the Dupee 
at 934 Beacon street, in the exclusive 
Chestnut Hiil section of Brookline and 
Newton. Mrs. Eddy is installed there 
now behind fortress-like walls. 
Enirance Was Pathetic. 
orders for secrecy lent much of 
mystery to the transfer from Concord 
to Brookline of the Eddy household. 
The departure was unannounced and the 
arrival unheralded. The reasons attrib- 
uted for the change are contained in 
an authorative statement issued by 
Alfred Farlow, head of the Christian 
Science Publicity Bureau, and are 
summed up in the following paragraph: 
“Mrs. Eddy’s purpose is to be more 
tonvenient to the mother church of the 
denomination; nearer to its headquar- 
‘ers. The whole affair. including the 
preparation of the house, was in keep- 
ing with Mrs. Eddy's usual way of do- 
ing things. She weighs matters delib- 
erately and quietly; then acts swiftly.” 
Elaborate arrangements were made 
for the safeguarding and comfort of 
Mrs. Eddy on the trip from Concord. 
A special train was engaged and it was 
provided that an engine precede it to 
insure the safety of progress along the 
tracks, and that another engine follow 
to guard against accident from the 
rear,

The departure from Pleasant 
took place shortly before 2 p. m. Mrs. 
Eddy arrived in Brookline, after tra- 
versing a circuitous railway route, a 
iittle after 4 p. m. 

Mrs. Eddy'’s private apartments are 
richly decorated. They are situated on 
the southeastern corner of the mansion.

PATROL WAGONS TAKE 100 
INSANE PATIENTS TO TRAIN 


Men and Women, Sent From Poor- 
house to Fulton, Suffer 
From the Cold. 


One hundred insane men and women 
were taken to Union Station early Mon- 
day in ambulances and patrol wagons 
from the City Poorhouse. At the sta- 
tion they took a train for the Fylton 
Asylum. The ride was one of suffer- 
ing for many of the patients, especially 
those who rode in the patrol wagons. 

Poorhouse garments are not suited to 
open air riding on wintry mornings, and 
many of the men were without over- 
coats, while but few of the women had 
shawls. The patrol wagons are open, 
and while the rubber curtains were 
drawn, they gave but little protection 
from the cold. Those in the ambu- 
lanees suffered less, as the conveyances 
are closed. 

Patients are usually taken to and 
from the Poorhouse in street cars, but 
because of the number to be carried 
and the fact that a transfer would 
have been necessary, the seven patro] 
wagons and eight ambulances were used.

BUMPTIOUSNESS OF A NEW STATE. 

A certain bumptiousness is perhaps to be looke: 
for in a new State, but Oklahoma seems to hav: 
an oversupply. 

The announcement by its officers that a “biii- 
fight” will be made against the Government oi 
the United States in support of the State law pro- 
hibiting the piping of natural gas beyond ih: 
boundaries of Oklahoma shews as much ignoraa<: 
of law’as it does deficiency in common sensc. 

In principle this issue has been completel. 
threshed out in the highest court, and the ques- 
tion of nullification has not been more conclusive- 
ly settled in the negative than the assumption tha‘ 
a State may build a Chinese wall about itscli «: 
the detriment of its neighbors. 

As natural gas was regarded by some people cs 
presenting the old controversy in a new light, In- 
diana several years ago undertook to enforce leg- 
islation like that which Oklahoma is now support- 
ing. It found nofhing but defeat and in most 
cases summary defeat in the Federal courts. If 
a State may prohibit the shipments of one com- 
modity it may interdict all, and it may establish 
tariffs on imports. What Indiana was not permit- 
ted to do, Oklahoma will attempt in vain. 

Foolish as men are to raise these issues long 
settled, they become increasingly ridiculous when 
they hold forth in truculent and defiant language. 
Is there a man of reason in the new State who 
honestly believes that any local construction of 
the Constitution or any threat of fighting, figura- 
tive or otherwise, will prevail against the settled 
policy of the nation? 

The supremacy of Federal power in its own 
sphere can be resisted only by force. It is hardly 
possible that we shall ever again witness so for- 
midable a movement in that direction as the one 
that surrendered at Appomattox. The nation is 
not only sovereign, but it possesses ample power 
tc make its authority respected at home as well as 
abroad. 

This is true even of matters concerning which

Today reports indicate that Lum- 

ley may be worthless and it is pos- 























sible that Owner Charles H. Eb- 
bets of the Brooklyn club could not 
give the player away by the time the 
season is a month old. He is already 
trying to secure another outfielder 
to take the place of the great slug- 
ger, whom he fears will never again 
be able to play ball. 

It all came from a desperate slide 
Lumley made during the latter part 
of the season last year. The big 
fielder’s leg was broken. He has 
had the best of care under competent 
physicians, but the bones have not 
healed as they should and Lumley, 
who is a 200-pound man, favors the 
leg in his running. 

If the bone proves as strong as 
ever, as he expects, he will still be 
a valuable man, even if not quite so 
fast as before. If the bone will not 


stand the strain of desperate fielding 
and baserunning, his days in the big 
leagues and probably on any. dia- 
mond will be over and Lumley will 
not be worth $1 to any manager in 
the business.
